Last year more than 550 youths left senioi 
high schools in Bucks County without graduating. 
Except for a very few they will not be bac k. 
They have abruptly ended their formal education 
and joined the swelling ranks of high school drop­ 
outs who have become a major national piob- 
lem. 


They have committed “economic suicide,’’ ac­ 
cording to a foremost expert on the subject. 


l l Jobless Weeks 
The U.S. Department of Labor estimates that 
they can expect an average of l l weeks of unem­ 
ployment every year for the rest of their lives, and 
as automation increases and the need for un­ 
skilled labor drops, this unemployment rate will 
go up and up and up. 
Joseph Alvarez Jr., manager of the Lower 


Nabbed In Raid 


Bucks office of the Bureau of Employment Se- 
curity, says that they will become “drifting ho­ 
boes,” moving from one unskilled job to another. 
Last year Alvarez was able to find work for only 
one out of every six recent high school dropouts 
who applied for a job. 
First Laid Off 
They are the last to be hired, Alvarez said, 
and they will be the first laid off. What s more, 
when they do find jobs, each one will earn con 


siderably less money, $46,000 less over a life­ 
time — than the lowest-paid, most unskilled high 
school graduate. 
Not Enough Jobs 
One of the largest employers in Bucks County 
says, “Why should we hire dropouts when we have 
20 high school graduates applying for every 
job?” 
They won’t find work by moving out of the

PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — A 
slightly-built 
Negro 
who 
bills 
himself as Shaykh Muhammad, 
leader of the “ Black National­ 
ists,” was arrested and held in 
SIO.OGO bail Monday night as 
police delved into the causes 
of a three-day riot which deva­ 
stated the “black belt” of North 
Philadelphia. 


Muhammad was identified by- 
police as Abbyssina Hayes, 33, 
who had been thrown out of the 
Black Muslims because he was 
“too m ilitant.” Deputy Police 
Commissioner Frank Rizzo said 
Muhammad 
formed 
his 
own 
black supremacy group which 
he called “ the only true free­ 
dom fighters.” 


The suspect, who wears a fez 
and sports a goatee and thin 
moustache, was arrested in a 
police raid on his African-Asian 
culture center in the heart of 
the 
riot-ravaged 
area 
where 
more than 2,000 Negroes plun­ 
dered and vandalized during the 
weekend. 


Rizzo said a steel billy club, 
a brick with a rope tied around 
it, a loaded .22-caliber automat­ 
ic, a five gallon drum of in­ 
flammable 
fluid 
and 
several 
empty bottles with rags stuffed 
in the necks were confiscated. 
The deputy com m issioner said 
the fluid and bottles were the 
ingredients of “ Molotov cock­ 
tails.” 


Muhammad insisted that the 
fluid was a cleaning prepara­ 
tion he used in the cleaning 
establishment he operated next 
door 
to 
his black 
nationalist 
headquarters.

September triumphantly rode 
the crest of a cool air wave into 
Bucks County today after a heat- 
killing coup 
that 
toppled

reign of summer weather.

gripped in a drought despite 
last night’s occasional showers. 


The showers, which at least 


provided the lawns with a good 
soaking, 
produced 
o n l y 
.09 
inches of rain on the final day 
of the month 
which 
was the 
driest August on record. 


Total rainfall d u r i n g the 
month was only .47 inches, the 


driest on record. Previous low 
recorded by the Trenton Weather 
Bureau was .92 inches in i869. 
Normal rainfall for August is 
4.77 inches. 


Lower Bucks hasn’t received a 
substantial rainfall since July 13 
when 2.05 inches fell. This was 
preceded by a record 24-hour 
rainfall of 4.83 inches on July 
8, giving the area a total of 7.29 
inches during the month, well 


above the July normal of 4.18 


inches.

He restated that Coldwater

We 
feel that leadership from the 
White House can do a great 
deal to stop it.” 
The campaign director said 
he and Coldwater had not dis­ 
cussed the political implications 
of the rioting and added that 
the idea for a conference was 
his own, although he believed 
Coldwater shared his general 
feeling about the rioting. 
Kitchel said, the President 
could use only “ moral persua­ 
sive powers” in such situations 
and could not act inside the

They All Come To Tile Police Sergeant’s Desk

“ When did your parents leave 
you?” asked the desk sergeant 
of the little girl at Bristol Po­ 
lice Headquarters. 
“ Desde que era una nena chi- 
quita,” answered Alida Calon, 
a 13-year-old recent arrival from 
Puerto Rico. 
“ Ever since she was a little 
baby,” explained an interpret­ 
er. 
It was Sunday morning in 
Bristol, and boys and girls, un­ 
der bright skies of security and 
love, were either on their way 
to or from church with their 
parents. 
Clearly, Fast 


Alida had come into head 
quarters accompanied by her 
interpreter- She told the ser­ 
geant she wanted to enter school 
in September, and could he find 
her father, Roberto, and make 
him support her so she could 
stay in the United States and go 
to school. 


She spoke clearly, but fast. 
and her soft blue eyes snapped 
first to her interpreter and then 
to the sergeant as she spoke. 
Every so often she raised a 
hand to her mouth, nervously 
biting her nails. 
Alida was born in Dona (pro­ 
nounced Donya) Elena Comerio, 
Puerto Rico. Her mother was 
of poor parents and the com- 
mon-law husband she had chos­ 
en for a lifetime companion de­ 
serted her when Alida was two 
months old. 
Relinquishes Child 
Alida’s mother then married 
another, relinquishing the care 
of her daughter to her mother, 
Dona Marcola Oritz. 
“ I stayed with my grand­ 
mother and 
hardly saw 
my 
mother,” she said through her 
interpreter. “ My father came to 
this country when he left my 
mother.” 
In July of this year Alida and 
Dona Marcola, with the help of 
relatives, c a m e to the U.S. 
Shortly after her arrival she 
saw her father for the first time. 


“ I didn’t know him,” she said 
sadly. “But we look alike. And 
in Dona Elena Comerio there 
is a birth certificate to show he 
is my father.” 
A’ida does not want to live 
with her father. She wants to 
stay with Dona Marcola, now HS, 
and go to school, and learn to 
speak English. 
“ But, I want my father to 
provide for me,” she told the 
desk sergeant. “I do not want 
to go back to Puerto Rico.” 
However, the father’s present 
whereabouts is unknown.

I Bucks Had 550 Last Year 
‘Economic Suicide’ For Dropouts 


(Continued from page I) 


Bucks County area, either. There simply aren’t 
enough jobs in the United States for those who 
do finish high school let alone those who .don’t. 
Of all the unemployed today, the Labor Depart­ 
ment says, 14 per cent are between 16 and 19 
years of age. 
The dropout will get in trouble more readily 
than his friends and neighbors. Roy Beans, as­ 
sistant warden of the Bucks County Prison, has 
found out that far more than half of the 106 men 
he now has penned up in his institution are under 
22 years of age and almost all of these are high 
school dropouts. More than half of the 5,000 men 
under 22 presently in federal prisons are under 
19 and were not in school when they were arrest­ 
ed, U.S. Attorney General Robert F. Kennedy has 
said. 
Threat To Economy 


Nationally, statewide, and locally, the dropout 
problem is a disgrace and a distinct threat to 
our economy. 
Why do we let it happen? Why is one out of 
every three students who enter high school al­ 
lowed to consign himself in this way to economic 
oblivion? 
Why does our vaunted school system in Bucks 
County lose 550 students every year, 60 per cent 
of them males who must find some way of sus­ 
taining themselves through their lives? 


Have Ability 


A series of interviews with guidance counsel­ 
ors and supervisors in our high schools has un­ 
earthed a number of answers as far as Bucks 
County is concerned. 
Some of the students, but a very small percent­ 
age, do not have the ability necessary to earn a 
high school diploma. 
A far greater number of our dropouts do have 
the ability and are in fact college material but 
they can not adjust to the situations in t h e i r 
homes, situations beyond the control of the school. 
And, startlingly, no one in Bucks County knows 
how serious the problem really is. 


Not Interested 


Too many of our educators and our civic leaders 
and school board members accept blindly the 
theory that high school dropouts are strictly the 
headache of the big city and particularly its slum 
areas. Too many others simply aren’t interested. 
The big cities do have their headaches. Phila­ 
delphia, just to the south, has the highest drop­ 
out rate of any of this nation’s five biggest, a 
frightening 46.6 per cent according to a study 
recently released by the National Education As­ 
sociation and financed by the Ford Foundation. 


Detroit 2nd 


Detroit is second worst, with a rate of 37.8; then 
come New York, 37; Chicago, 33.9, and Los An­ 
geles, 22.8. 
The nationwide percentage of those who drop 
out before earning a diploma is 30.3 per cent; 
Pennsylvania’s figure is 26.5 per cent; New Jer­ 
sey’s, 29.4. 


No Adequate Study 


But no one has made an adequate study in 
Bucks County within recent years. 
During the last school term, the office of the 
Bucks County superintendent of schools did 
attempt to survey the number of high school stu­ 
dents who had dropped out that year. 
One school system didn’t even bother to answer 
the survey. Two others sent along incomplete fig­ 
ures, not enough to use in establishing a rate. 
Discounting these three, the Bucks County high 
schools had a comfortable dropout rate during 
that one year of only two per cent. 


False Picture 


But this is an entirely false picture. In the many 
efforts to establish a rate, to learn who drops out

and why, no one else uses a one-year figure. 
The U. S. Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare says that to learn how many dropouts 
we have, the proper procedure is to take the num­ 
ber of students who enter the ninth grade and 
compare it with the number from that same class 
who actually graduate four years later. That is 
how the national rate of 30.3 was established. 


Same Approach 


The National Education Association advocates 
the same approach. However, because of the 
strange mixture of systems with junior highs and 
systems without them, it found too much of a dis­ 
crepancy between the ninth and the 10th grades; 
therefore its big-city rate of 46.6 for Philadelphia 
is based on the number of students entering 10th 
grade and then graduating three years later. 
In every major study of dropouts that is how 
the rate is established — except in Bucks County. 
It is possible to take the number of students 
who entered 10th grade in Bucks last year and 
project from this figure the number who will grad­ 
uate, assuming that the present dropout percent­ 
ages in lith and 12th grades will remain approxi­ 
mately the same. In this way we can arrive at a 
reasonable comparison of Bucks with the rest of 
the nation. 
More Than IO Pct. 


By doing this we discover that Bucks County 
loses not two per cent of its high school students 
but more than IO per cent. 
The Bensalem School District is willing to ad­ 
mit a dropout problem exists. John Koleser, guid­ 
ance counselor there, did make a study of an 
entering high school class, the Class of 1964. The 
rate for that class was more than ll per cent. 
Even this figure is subject to modification, for 
no local school district knows what happens to the 
students who transfer out of its system and wheth­ 
er they complete high school or not. 


True Rate 


Ruth Nailor, counselor at Central Bucks, went 
further. She contacted every student who had en­ 
tered the 10th grade in September, 1958, and 
should have graduated in June, 1962 — and dis­ 
covered that the true dropout rate there was 13.2 
per cent. 
If this percentage should hold true for the coun­ 
ty as a whole — a very broad assumption —it 
would mean that we are going to lose more than 
650 of the students who enter senior high school 
next week. Six hundred and fifty of them will not 
be in school to g r a d u a te and will be sh o v e d into 
a life for which they are not prepared. 
Over a decade, Bucks County schools and homes 
are producing 6,500 economic misfits.
